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Claims 1 - 10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing 
to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. 
Claim 1 is said to contain various recitations which make the number of devices described unclear. 

Claims 1, 2, 9/1, 9/2, and 10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Hatano, U.S. Patent 5,989,345. 

Claims 2 - 8, 9/4 and 9/5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Hatano, 
U.S. Patent 5,989,345. 

Claims 1 - 10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being unpatentable over Sneth et al., U.S. 
Patent 6,503,330 in view of Hatano, U.S. Patent 5,989,345.
